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A computerized prepress method for comprising: 

sending log-on information regarding a user from a client computer to a server computer; 
authenticating me user at the server computer; 

downloading/an authoring program from the server computer to the client computer; 

using the authoring program at the client computer to create a document; 

sending the document from the client computer to the server computer; 

saving/fhe document in an internal format at the server computer; 

translating the document from the internal format to a different suitable prepress format; 

sending the document in the different format to a printer. 



2. The computerize^ prepress method of claim 1, wherein the client computer and the server 
computer are communicatively coupled to one another through the Internet. 

3. The com^uterized^prepress method of claim 1, wherein the client computer and the server 
computer are crfm^&iicapvely coupled to one another through an intranet. 

4. The computerized prepress method of claim 1, wherein the client computer and the server 
computer are communicatively coupled to one another through an extranet. 



^ The computerized prepress method of claim 1, wherein authenticating the user at the 

server computer comprises associating the user with at least one of a particular directory on the 
25 server computer 1, a set of defaults regarding fonts, colors, images and commands available to the 
user, and an authorization level selected from the group of authorization levels essentially 
comprising normal, administrator, and demonstration. 
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2} The computerized prepress method of claim 1, wherein the authoring program 

downloaded from the server computer to the client computer is coded in a language selected from 
the group essentially comprising Perl, Java, C++, C, and ActiveX. 




The computerized prepress method of claim 1, wherein the document is selected from the 
group essentially comprising a business card, a letterhead, an envelope, and a brochure.

18. A computerized prepress system comprising: 
a server having stored thereon an authoring program to create a document and a 

^nslatioiyprogram to translate the document to a suitable prepress format; 

client downloading the authoring program from the server to create the document, 
which/s uploaded to the server for translation to the suitable prepress format; and, 

a printer receiving the document as translated to the suitable prepress format from the 

seiner. 

19. The computerized prepress system of claim 18, wherein the server, the client and the 
printer are communicatively coupled to one another through the Internet. 

20. The computerized prepress system of claim 18, wherein the server, the client and the 
printer are commumpa^^^^)upled to one another through an intranet. 

21. The computerized prepress system of claim 18, wherein the server, the client and the 
printer are commjunicatively coupled to one another through an extranet.

executed by tMe processor from the medium within the operating environment program, 

suchyxhat the authoring program is used to create a document, which is uploaded to the 
server through the communications device for translation to a suitable prepress format and 
submissidn to a printer.
